d e stination subj e ct to a d e termination that the error does not pr e vent th e routing of th e 
docum e nt ; 

determining if the stored data field includes routing information: 

forwarding at least one of the image and the document when the stored data 
field does not include routing information: 

performing an optical character recognition (OCR) process on at least one 
portion of the image of the document, wherein the at least one portion substantially 
corresponds to the stored data field; [[and]] 

applying a correction to the error in the stored data field bas e d at least in part 
en using a comparison of at least one result a result of the OCR process and the stored 
data field, wherein the correction is applied subject to having b ee n substantially, 
successfully d e termin e d by the comparison, a minimum confidence level: and 

displaying the image to an operator only when the minimum confidence level 
for the correction is not met. 

2 (currently amended). The method of claim 1 wherein the performing of the OCR 
process on the at least one portion of the image of the document further comprises: 

determining if at l e ast two portions of th e image of th e docum e nt corr e spond to 
the stored data field includes an amount ; and 

performing the OCR process on th e at l e ast two a plurality of portions of the 
image of the document, wherein each of the at l e ast two plurality of portions 
corresponds to the stor e d data fi e ld amount .

The method of claim [[3]] 2 wherein the plurality of portions 
consists of three portions substantially corresponding to a written amoxmt, a MICR amount, 
and printed numerical amount, stor e d data field corr e sponds to an amount and wherein the at 
l e ast two results compris e a r e sult from an OCR of a MICR amount and a result of an OCR of 
a writt e n amount.

e ncoded docum e nts being routed to a d e stination wh e n th e e rror in the stor e d data 
fi e ld do e s not prev e nt th e routing of a docum e nt ; 

instructions for determining if the stored data field associated with a document 
includes routing information and forwarding at least one of an image and the 
document when the stored data field does not include routing information: 

instructions for performing an optical character recognition (OCR) process on 
at least one portion of the image of the document, wherein the at least one portion 
substantially corresponds to the stored data field containing the error; [[and]] 

instructions for applying a correction to the error in the stored data field bas e d 
at l e ast in part on using a comparison of at least one result a result of the OCR process 
and the stored data field, wherein the correction is applied subject to having be e n 
fiuhfitantiallyj successfiilly determin e d by the comparison, a minimum confidence 
level: and 

instructions for displaying the image to an operator only when the minimum 
confidence level for the correction is not met.

instructions for performing the OCR process on the at l e ast two a plurahtv of 
portions of the image of the document, wherein each of the at l e ast two plurality of 
portions corresponds to the stor e d data field amount .

level: and 

means for displaying the image to an operator only when the minimum 
confidence level for the correction is not met.

25. A system for processing magnetic ink character recognition (MICR) encoded 
documents comprising: 

at least one workstation: 
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a sorter to sort and read the MICR encoded documents, wherein reading each 
of a plurality of the MICR encoded documents results in an association therewith of an 
error in a stored data fiel d, and wh e r e in a MICR encoded docum e nt is rout e d to a 
d e stination pock e t wh e n the e rror in the stored data field does not pr e vent th e routing 
of th e docum e nt and aft e r an imago of the docum e nt is captur e d ; and 

a computing platform operatively connected to the sorter and the at least one 
workstation, the computing platform operative to forward a document when the stored 
data field does not include routing information and to perform an optical character 
recognition (OCR) process on at least one portion of the image of the document, and 
apply a correction to the error in the stored data field based at l e ast in part on using a 
comparison of at l e ast on e a result of the OCR process and the stored data field, 
wherein the correction is applied subject to having b ee n substantially, succ e ssfully 
d e t e rmined by the comparison, a minimum confidence level; 

wherein the image is displayed to an operator onlv when the minimum 
confidence level for the correction is not met. 

26. The system of claim 25 wherein the computing platform is further operable to 
perform the OCR process on at l e ast two a plurality of portions of the image of the document 
in order to apply the correction to the error based at l e ast in part on a comparison of at l e ast 
two results of th e OCR process and the stored data field and wherein each of the plurality of 
portions corresponds to an amount . 

27. The system of claim 26 wherein the stored data fi e ld corresponds to an amount 
wherein the at least two r e sults plurality of portions consists of three portions 

substantially corresponding to comprise a r e sult from an OCR of a MICR amount^ and a r e sult 
of an OCR of a written amount and a printed numerical amount .
